The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the thin films comprising: an upper 
surface pore, an embedded pore, a lower surface pore, and a through pore, wherein the upper 
surface pores and the lower surface pores do not stack up over each other consecutively for more 
than 3 of the thin films, as recited in claim 24, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

The term "critical dimension" in claims 1 and 19 is a relative term which renders the 
claim indefinite. The term "critical dimension" is not defined by the claim, the specification does 
not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art 
would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 24 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gnade et 
al. (PN 5,569,058). 

Gnade et al. discloses, as shown in Figures 2D, 3 and 4, a low-dielectric constant structure 
comprising a multilayer stack of thin films (48a,48b,48c), the multilayer stack remaining stable 
up to 425.0 degrees Centigrade (Col. 8, lines 24-27), the thin films comprising: an upper surface 
pore, an embedded pore, a lower surface pore, and a through pore, wherein the upper surface 
pores and the lower surface pores do not stack up over each other consecutively for more than 3 
of the thin films.

Regarding claim 26, Gnade et al. discloses the pores have a size on the order of 2 to 25 
nanometers (within the range of 0.3 - 3.0 nanometers) (Col. 5, lines 41-43). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gnade et al. (PN 
5,569,058) in view of Gnade et al. (PN 5,561,318, of record). 

Gnade et al. ('058) discloses the claimed invention including the structure as explained in the 
rejection above. Gnade et al. C058) does not disclose the thin films have a porosity of below 
30.0 volume %. However, Gnade et al. C318) discloses a structure comprising a multistack of 
thin films (27,29) having a porosity of below 30.0 volume %. Note Figures 3C-3D, 4 and 7, Col. 
3, lines 21-29, Col. 7, lines 19-23, and Col. 10, lines 23-30 of Gnade et al. ('313). Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
form the thin films of Gnade et al. ('058) having the porosity of below 30.0 volume %, such as 
taught by Gnade et al. ('318) in order to have the desired bond strength and the desired dielectric 
constant. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,19 and 24 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
